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PROVERBS    XXII.    6. 

Train  up  a  Child  in  the  Way  he  Jhould  go  ; 
and  when  he  is  oldy  he  will  not  depart 
from  it. 


HIS  Precept  is  grounded  upon  an  Ob- 

^  ^    ^er  vati°n  on  Human  Nature,  which  cer- 

L  *  tainly  holds  true  in  general  ;  viz.  That 
3*  Children  are  apt  to  imitate  what  they 
^  and  to  believe  what  they  hear.  It 
is  therefore  the  Advice  of  Solomon,  that  they  fhould 
be  inftrufted  in  thofe  things  which  are  true,  and 
taught  to  practice  only  what  is  right.  Now  had  not 
this  Obfervation  been  juftly  founded,  it  muft  have 
been  acknowledged,  that  the  method  of  Difcipline 
here  prefcribed  would  have  been  quite  ufelefs  and 
fuperfluous.  For  why  fhould  we  be  felicitous  to 
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cultivate  the  Mind  of  a  Child,  or  to  train  him  up  in 
any  Way  ;  if  there  appears  to  be  no  Docility  in  him 
to  learn,  nor  any  Defire  to  imitate  ?  And  why  fliould 
any  Inftruftion  be  beftowed  upon  that  Subject,  which 
is  incapable  of  receiving  it  ?  But  the  Fact  itfelf  is  far 
otherwife  :  for  Nature  hath  ftrongly  implanted  in 
young  Perfons  not  only  a  Power  to  apprehend,  but 
alfo  a  Will  and  Inclination  to  copy  after  what  they 
lee  done  by  others ;  by  thofe  efpecially,  with  whom 
they  are  moft  connected  and  intimately  acquainted. 
This  is  vifible  even  in  the  little  Paftimes  andDiverfions 
of  young  Children :  and  it  is  obfervable  alfo,  that 
each  Sex  attempts  to  act  thofe  Scenes  in  Miniature, 
in  the  early  Part  of  Life,  which  may  become  their 
Imployment  and  their  Duty  at  a  maturer  Age.  More- 
over, the  moft  carelefs  Spectator  cannot  but  take  No- 
tice, that  there  is  a  ftriking  Difference  in  the  Dialect, 
Accent,   Manners,   Attitudes,   and  in   fhort  in  the 
whole  Turn  of  the  Converfation  and  Behaviour  of 
the  Children  of  the  Pooreft,  refiding  in  great  Towns ; 
compared  with  thofe  of  their  Equals,  who  live  in  the 
Country  :  I  particularly  mention  the  Children  of  the 
Pooreft  j  becaufe  I  would  felect  fuch  Inftances  to  il- 
luftrate  this  Fact,  as  muft  plainly  prove  the  Difference 
between  them  to  arife  out  of  the  natural  Courfe  of 
things,  not  from  the  Rules  of  Art,  or  the  Leflbns  of 
a  School-Education.     Thus  likewife  we  find  that  the 
Children  of  Savages,  without  any  formal  Plan  of 
Tuition,  grow  up  to  be  the  fame  favage  Beings  with 
their  Parents:  and  the  Offspring  of Hottentots  become 

Hottentots  themfelves. 
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THIS  therefore  being  the  Cafe,  and  the  undoubted 
Matter  of  Facl ;  is  it  a  difputable  Point,  whether 
the  Young  of  the  Human  Species  fhould  have  any 
Education,  or  none  at  all  ?  No :  for  Nature  has  al- 
ready determined  this  Queftion.  An  Education  there- 
neceflarily  will  be  of  fome  kind  or  other  j  whether 
you  will  fuppofe  it  communicated  by  fet  Rules  and 
LefTons,  and  at  ftated  times  j  or  whether  it  be  effected 
without  Care  or  Culture,  by  an  Aflimilation  of 
Manners,  Language,  and  Ideas,  in  the  School  of  daily. 
Converfation. 

SINCE  therefore  a  State  of  abfolute  Neutrality, 
(were  that  to  be  wifhed,  as  fome  have  contended)  is 
a  mere  chimerical  Suppofition  -,  and  fince  an  Educa- 
tion, of  fome  fort  or  other,  becomes  unavoidable; 
ought  we  not  to  chufe  the  propereft  we  can,  wherever 
we  have  the  Power  of  chufing,  and,  as  far  as  we  can* 
carry  that  Choice  into  Execution  ?  ought  we  not  to 
inftruft  the  rifmg  Generation  in  thofe  things  which 
may  redound  to  our  own  Comfort,  to  their  Happinefs* 
and  to  the  Good  of  Mankind  in  general?  Surely  we 
ought:  and  if  there  be  a  Truth  in  Morals  not  to  be 
controverted,  or  chicaned  away,  this  is  one :  nay,  it 
is  an  undeniable  Truth,  even  were  we  to  extend  our 
Views  no  farther  than  the  prefent  Life. 

To  apply  therefore  thefe  Arguments  to  theOccafion 
of  the  prefent  Meeting  :    we  have  now  before  us 
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a  very  confiderable  *  Number  of  the  Children  of  our 
poor  Brethren,  who  certainly  can  be  taught  and  dif- 
ciplined  according  to  appointed  Rules,  and  a  fettled 
Plan  ;  becaufe  we  fee,  that  they  are  taught  and  dif- 
ciplined  after  this  manner: — Thanks  to  the  Charity 
of  their  pious  Benefactors  for  that  Afiiftance  and 
Support,  which  their  own  Parents  and  Relations 
either  could  not,  or  would  not  afford  them.  Here, 
therefore,  let  it  be  afked,  Is  the  Education  thus 
beflowed  on  them  preferable  upon  the  whole,  to  that 
which  they  would  neceflarily  have  received,  by  being 
expofedto  the  Miferiesof  Want  and  the  Allurements 
of  Temptation  ?  and  if  both  were  compared  together, 
Will  you  allow  this  to  be  more  defirable  than  that; 
at  leaft  in  fome  Degree?  For  if  you  fhould  grant  it 
even  in  the  fmalleft,  it  will  then  follow,  that  this 
Labour  of  Love  is  Jo  far  right  and  good  j— And,  if 
there  are  any  Improvements  to  be  made,  this  would 
be  ftill  better. 

Now  in  order  to  judge  of  thefe  Things  with  Pro- 
priety and  Accuracy,  let  us  confider,  in  the  firil  Place, 
what  Kind  of  Education  thefe  poor  deftitute  Children 
muft  have  had,  at  leaft  a  great  Majority  of  them, 
had  they  received  no  other  Impreffions  than  thofe 
which  the  worft  Examples  of  one  of  the  moft  corrupt 
Cities  upon  Earth  would  have  ftampt  upon  their  ten- 
der 


*  The  Number  of  Children  in  the  Charity-Schools  in  and  about  the 
Cities  of  London  and  Weftminfter,  are  reckoned  to  be  about  5000,  moft  of 
whom  attend  on  thefe  Anniverfary  Occafions. 
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der  Minds?  would  they,  for  Inftance,  have  been 
taught  either  to  fear  GOD,  or  regard  Man  ?  would 
they  have  learnt,  I  do  not  fay,  the  divine  Principles 
of  Chriftianity,  but  even  thoie  of  common  Honefty, 
of  Sobriety,  and  Induftry,  in  the  Streets  of  this  great 
Metropolis  ?  what  oneVirtue  would  have  been  taught 
them,  either  by  Precept  or  Example,  in  this  School 
of  Corruption  ?  Or  what  fort  of  Vice  can  you  ima- 
gine that  to  be,  however  fhocking  in  its  Nature9 
however  injurious  to  Society,  or  dangerous  to  the 
Public,  in  which  they  would  not  have  been  initiated, 
and  to  which  they  would  not  have  been  habituated 
as  foon  as  their  Ages  and  Abilities  would  permit  ? 

BUT  this  is  not  all:  For  Children  are  known  to 
be  not  only  apt,  but  more  apt  in  many  refpecls  to 
imbibe  Evil  than  Good.  This  is  a  rnelancholly  Truth, 
which  is  univerfally  acknowledged :  though  there  is 
no  other  Syftem  of  Religion  but  our  own,  which  fo 
much  as  attempts  to  account  for  it.  Now  in  fuch  a 
Cafe,  the  Effects  of  a  pernicious  Education  become 
much  more  alarming,  and  more  detrimental  to  So- 
ciety, in  proportion  to  the  greater  Numbers  infedled, 
or  in  Danger  of  being  infected  by  it,  and  according 
to  the  Importance  of  the  Place  of  their  Refidence,  and 
the  Contagion  of  their  Example.  For  each  of  thefe 
Circumftances  may  greatly  aggravate  the  original 
Evil  j  each  may  increafe  the  Malignity  of  the  Poifon  j 
each  may  operate  on  the  other;  and  all  may  unite  in 
rendering  thofe  Things  moft  exceedingly  fmful,  which 
were  far  from  being  innocent  before, 

THIS 
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THIS  is  theReprefentation  on  one  Side.  A  fright- 
ful Picture  indeed  !  But  neverthelefs,  far  fhort  of  de- 
lineating the  monftrous  Deformity  of  the  unhappy 
Originals.  Let  us  now  fee  the  Difference  between 
this  Species  of  Education,  and  that  which  it  is  the 
Defign  of  thefe  charitable  Inflitutions  to  inculcate  and 
promote. 


R  sT  therefore,  by  Virtue  of  the  Difcipline  here 
enjoined,  all  thefe  Youths  are  in  fome  Degree  removed, 
and  many  of  them  totally  removed  from  thofe  nume- 
rous Temptations,  to  which  they  muft,  both  by 
Night  and  by  Day,  have  otherwife  been  expofed: 
and  confequently  they  thus  become,  if  not  virtuous  on 
Principle,  innocent,  at  leaft  in  many  Refpefts,  both  as 
to  Thought  and  Deed.  Moreover,  for  the  fame  Rea- 
fon  they  cannot  become  fuch  Pefts  to  Society,  at  leaft 
,in  the  early  Part  of  Life,  as  it  is  but  too  probable 
they  otherwife  would  have  been.  —  But  this,  it  muft 
:be  allowed,  is  not  the  moft  interefting  Part  of  the 
Comparifon  ;  and  the  ftriking  Difference  confifts  not 
in  this  alone.  ;For  negative  Benefits  (if  they  can  be 
fo  called)  or  the  mere  Reftraints  from  doing  Mifchief, 
is  but  a  low  and  a  very  imperfect  Recommendation 
of  the  prefent  good  Defign. 

PROCEED  we  therefore  in  the  next  Place  to  oTaferve, 
that  the  Mode  of  Education  here  enjoined,  requires 
the  inculcating  of  thofe  Duties  both  towards  GOD, 

and 
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and  towards  Man,  which  are  productive  of  the 
greateft  Good  to  Mankind  in  this  Life,  as  well  as  of 
the  greateft  Happinefs  in  the  next.  Thus,  for  inftance, 
the  Duty  towards  GOD  is  fet  forth  in  the  following 
Manner,  viz.  That  thofe  Children  fliould  be  in- 
ftrufted  betimes,  <{  To  believe  in  him,  to  fear  him, 
"  and  to  love  him  with  all  the  Heart,  with  all  the 
"  Mind,  with  all  the  Soul,  and  with  all  the  Strength : 
c<  To  worfhip  him,  and  to  give  him  Thanks,  to  put 
"  their  whole  Truft  in  him,  to  call  upon  him,  to 
tc  honour  his  holy  Name  and  his  Word,  andtoferve" 
te  him  truly  all  the  Days  of  their  Lives." 

AND  they  are  to  be  farther  inftrufted,  that  all 
this  is  to  be  done  by  there,  not  only  becaufe.  GOD  is 
their  Creator,  and  they  his  Creatures  5  not  only  be- 
caufe he  is  the  Preferver,  and  they  are  daily  preferved 
by  him  j  but  alfo  becaufe  this  almighty  Creator,  and 
this  bountiful  Preferver,  has  gracioufly  condefccnded 
to  enter  into  a  folemn  Covenant  of  Mercy  and  For- 
givenefs  with  his  fallen  Creatures  j  A  Covenant 
whereby  he  becomes,  in  a  more  peculiar  manner, 
their  Father,  their  Redeemer,  and  their  Sanclifier ; 
A  Covenant  whereby  he  engages  to  aflift  and  fuccour 
them  in  all  their  Trials  j  to  teach,  and  to  enable 
them  to  do  their  Duty;  and  at  laft  to  crown  their 
fincere,  though  imperfect  Services,  with  endlefs  Blifs 
and  Glory, 

B  AGAIN, 
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AGAIN,  with  refpecl  to  their  Duty  towards  Man : 
"  They  are  taught  to  love  their  Neighbour  as  them- 
"  felves ;  and  to  do  unto  all  Men  as  they  would  that 
"  others  fhould  do  unto  them ;  to  love,  honour,  and 
"  fuccour  their  Fathers  and  Mothers;  to  honour  and 
"  obey  the  King,  and  all  that  are  put  in  Authority 
"  under  him  ;  to  fubmit  themfelves  to  all  their  Go- 
"  vernors,  Teachers,  Spiritual  Paftors  and  Matters ; 
"  to  order  themfelves  lowly  and  reverently  to  all  their 
"  Betters;  to  hurt  no  Body  by  Word  or  Deed;  to 
"  be  true  and  juft  in  all  their  Dealings;  to  bear  no 
"  Malice  nor  Hatred  in  their  Hearts ;  to  keep  their 
"  Hands  from  Picking  and  Stealing;  their  Tongues 
"  from  Evil-fpeaking,  Lying,  and  Slandering;  to 
tc  keep  their  Bodies  in  Temperance,  Sobernefs  and 
"  Chaftity;  not  to  covet,  or  defire  other  Mens 
"  Goods;  but  to  learn  and  labour  truly  to  get  their 
<e  own  Livings ;  and  to  do  their  Duties  in  that  State 
"  of  Life  unto  which  it  (hall  pleafe  GOD  to  call 
"  them." 

Now,  might  not  we  afk  the  moft  prejudiced  Perfon, 
what  has  he  to  object  to  a  Syftem  of  Education  fuch 
as  this  here  recited  ?  are  theie  Virtues  improper  ?  are 
they  unfeafonable  to  be  inculcated  ?  and  provided 
there  were  a  little  more  of  them  among  us  than  there 
is  at  prefent,  would  that  do  any  Hurt  to  Individuals, 
or  be  a  Nufance  to  the  Public?  and  what  Detriment 

would 
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would  either  Church  or  State,  our  Trade,  or  our 
Politics,  fuffer  on  that  Account?  Surely,furely  it  is  im- 
poffible  even  for  Predudice  itfelf  to  hefitate  a  Moment 
in  a  Cafe  fo  very  evident.  And  when  the  Queftion  is 
put,  whether  this,  or  the  Reverfe  of  this,  is  the  moft 
eligible  Plan  to  proceed  upon  ;  what  Man  would  be 
fo  hardy  as  to  declare  in  favour  of  the  contrary  Syf*- 
tem,  if  he  would  be  thought  to  be  a  Well-wifher, 
upon  any  Principles  whatfoever,  either  to  the  Pro- 
fperity  of  his  Country,  or  the  Good  of  Mankind? 

BUT  here  fome  may  fay,  "  We  do  not  objec~l  to 
<c  this  Syflem  in  general:  nay,  we  grant,  that  fo 
"  far  is  right  and  good.  But  this  alone  is  not  fuffi- 
"  cient :  And  you  ought  to  have  proceeded  farther : 
cl  you  ought  to  have  added  a  Plan  of  Labour  and 
"  Induftry  to  that  of  a  virtuous  and  religious  Edu- 
<c  cation:  you  ought  to  have  caufed  thefe  poor 
"  young  Creatures  to  have  been  bred  up  to  fome  ufe- 
c<  ful  Imployment,  fitted  for  the  lower  Stations  of 
ct  Life;  whereby  they  might  have  been  enabled  to 
"  have  maintained  themfelves  after  their  Difmiflion 
"  from  thefe  charitable  Foundations,  and  have  la- 
11  bowed  truly  to  get  their  o<wn  living,  when  they  were 
<{  no  longer  to  be  fupported  by  theBounty  of  others.'* 

DOUBTLESS  this  would  have  been  the  better  Syf- 
tem  :  and  this  will  be  ftill  a  moft  defirable  Improve- 
ment ;  provided  it  can  be  accompliflied.  But  here 
lies  the  Difficulty :  for  Obftru&ions  to  this  good 

B  2  Work 
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Work  are  more  numerous  and  more  difcouraging, 
than  Perfons  unacquainted  with   thefe  Matters  can 
eafily  apprehend  *.    Tins  may  be  fpoken  from  Ex- 
perience j 


*  To  caufe  Working- School 3  to  fucceed  in  any  confiderable  Degree, 
many  Things  fhould  concur  -,  which  are  very  feldom  found  to  unite  in  the 
fame  Place  or  Country  :  As, 

i/7,  The  raw  Materials  to  be  worked  up,  ihould  be  cheap  and  of  little 
Value ;  fo  that  the  Lofs  occasioned  by  the  Heedlefsnefs  of  Youth,  and  the 
Unfkilfulnefs  of  Beginners,  might  not  be  heavy. 

2</Jy,  The  Goods  to  be  wrought  up  in  thefe  Schools  fhould  be  fuch,  as 
do  not  depend  upon  the  Mode  or  Fafhion  of  the  Times ;  but  are  as  much 
in  Requeft  at  one  Seafon,  and  in  one  Place  as  another:  and  confequently 
are  more  fettled  in  their  Price  and  Profit,  and  lefs  fubjeftto  the  Fluctua- 
tions of  having  the  Trade  over-flocked,  or  under-ftocked  with  Hands, 

idly i  The  Trade,  or  Myftery  ihould  be  fuch,  as  is  thtf  eafieft  acquired  ; 
and  fuch  likewife  as  might  be  adapted  to  the  Strength,  as  well  as  Capacity 
of  the  Learners,  many  of  whom  are  weak,  feme  perhaps  fickly,  and  all 
of  them  young. 

^tbly,  It  ought  to  be  fuch  as  is  not  repugnant  to  the  prefent  Syftem  of 
our  Corporation- Laws  in  regard  to  Freedom  of  Trade,  and  the  ferving  of 
Apprenticeships;  unlefs  the  Children  in  thefe  Working-Schools  were  to  he 
bound  Apprentices  to  the  Teachers  of  the  Manufacture,  or  the  Managers 
of  the  Undertaking ;  which  lad  Method,  by  avoiding  one  Evil,  would 
incur  many  others. 

$tbly,  The  Teachers  themfelves  fhould  receive  no  Salaries,  or  ftated 
Wages ;  but  in  lieu  thereof  a  Bounty  of  fo  much  in  the  Pound,  for  all  the 
Goods  made,  when  fuch  Goods  are  vended  and  the  Money  received ;  but 
not  before.  That  is  to  fay,  they  fhould  find  their  own  perfonal  Intereft 
and  Advantage  in  no  other  Way,  than  in  that  of  promoting  the  Manufac- 
ture ;  of  encreafing  the  Quantity,  improving  the  Quality,  and  of  obtaining 
a  good  and  ready  Market.  Whereas  the  Generality  oflnftrudlors  wifh  to 
engage  upon  no  other  Terms  than  that  of  a  dead  Salary  ;  without  intere&. 
ing  themfelves  much  in  the  Succefs  of  the  Undertaking }  and  particularly 
without  incurring  any  Rifque  by  the  Sale  of  the  Work. 

6//Vy,  The  Parents,  or  Relations  of  thefe  Children,  after  placing  them 
in  fuch  Schools,  ought  not  to  be  permitted  to  take  them  away  at  their 
Pleafure;  which,  as  the  Law  now  ftands,  it  is  apprehended,  they  have  a 
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perience  j  which  may  teach  us  here,  as  it  doth  elfe- 
where,  that  Succefs  in  Practice  is  not  always  anfwer- 
ableto  the  fair  Appearances  of  things  in  Speculation* 

However, 


Power  of  doing  j  and  certainly  will  do,  when  the  Children  can  earn  more 
by  their  Labour  than  is  fufficient  to  maintain  themfelves.  Whereas  at 
that  very  Juncture,  when  the  Youths  have  made  fome  Progrefs,  and  can 
do  their  Work  with  little,  or  no  Afliftance  ;  then  it  is,  that  they  are  chiefly 
wanted,  both  for  the  Credit  of  the  Manufacture,  and  for  the  Inftruflion 
of  their  Juniors ;  and  therefore  ought  to  be  continued  in  the  School  fome 
time  longer. 

•jthly,  The  Manufacture  or  Trade  proper  to  be  introduced  into  thefe 
Schools,  ought  to  be  fuch,  as  is  in  no  Danger  of  falling  into  Decay,  or  of 
being  over  ftocked  with  Hands ;  but  rather  like  the  Linen  Trade  of  Ireland, 
fuch  as  may  be  extended  more  and  more  j  and  therefore  may  Hand  in 
need  of  the  Afliftance  of  Working-Schools,  as  fo  many  Seminaries  or  Nur- 
feries  to  train  up  additional  Hands  for  that  Branch  of  Bufinefs.  This  is 
a  great  Advantage  to  the  Working-Schools  of  Ireland;  becaufe  the  young 
Manufacturers  in  the  Linen  Trade  of  that  Country,  are  fure  of  getting 
Work,  when  they  are  difmifled  the  Schools,  and  are  at  no  Lofs  in  finding 
Mailers  to  employ  them.  But  as  this  may  not  be  the  Cafe  every  where  ; 
and  as  it  would  be  a  moft  diftreffing  Circumftance,  ivere  thefe  Youths* 
iipoii  their  coming  out  into  the  World,  to  be  without  any  Means  of  getting 
their  Bread  ;  Therefore, 

8/Wy,  The  Trade  or  Manufacture  for  the  Imployment  of  thefe  Youths 
{hould  be  fuch,  as  would  not  difqualify  them  from  applying  themfelves 
with  Eafe  and^Facility  toother  Bufinefles,  were  this  to  fail ;  ortobeover- 
ilucked  with  Hands.  Some  Trades  are  of  that  Nature,  that  they  render 
Peribns  unfit  for  almoft  any  thing  elfe.  Thefe  therefore  fhould  by  m> 
Means  be  introduced  into  Charity. Schools;  becaufe  the  great  Aim  of  fuch 
Inftitutions  ought  to  be,  to  train  up  the  Children  of  the  Poor  for  general 
and  common  Imployment,  rather  than  for  peculiar  Branches,  or  fele& 
Myfteries  of  Trade. 

From  what  has  been  faid,  it  but  too  plainly  appears,  that  the  fetting 
up  of  Working-Schools,  or  the  introducing  of  Labour  into  our  prefene 
Charity-Schools,  is  not  fo  eafy  a  Matter  as  fome  may  have  thought ;  or 
indeed,  as  the  Benevolent  and  Humane  would  wifh  it  to  be.  But  for  a 
more  clear  and  confprehenfive  View  of  the  Subject,  I  would  beg  leave  ta 

refer 
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However,  if  any  fhould  think  otherwife  j  let  them 
try :  and  we  wifli  them  good  Luck  in  the  Name  of 
the  LORD.  Nay,  I  will  prefume  to  go  farther,  and 
fay,  that  in  the  Profecution  of  fo  laudable  an  Un- 
dertaking, they  will  receive  all  the  Affiftance,  and 
all  the  Encouragement  from  the  prefent  Directors  of 
thefe  charitable  Inftitutions,  which  they  can  reafon- 
ably  expeft.  But  in  the  mean  time,  let  them  not 
objecl  to  the  Conduct  of  others  for  this  Omiffion ; 
till  they  themfelves  have  made  the  Trial  and  feen 
the  Event :  to  others,  I  fay  ;  who  may  be  equally 
defirous  with  themfelves  of  carrying  fuch  a  Scheme 
into  Execution,  could  they  but  forefee  any  juft  Pro- 
fpeft  of  Succefs.  As  to  the  Example  of  the  Working 
Schools  in  Ireland,  which  is  commonly  alledged  as  a 
Cafe  in  Point  on  thefe  Occafions ;  Truth  obliges  me 
to  obferve,  that  thofe  Inftitutions  are  not  altogether 
conclufive  in  regard  to  the  Affair  before  us  j  as  for 
many  other  Reafons,  fo  particularly  for  the  following: 
viz.  That  the  common  People  of  that  Kingdom  are 
much  more  under  the  Command  of  their  Superiors, 
than  the  common  People  of  this  Kingdom  would 

fubmit 


refer  the  Reader  to  the  judicious  Obfervations  of  his  Grace  the  prefer t 
Archbifhop  of  Canterbury  ;  who,  in  his  Sermon  before  this  Society,  May  $t 
1 743,  when  Bifhop  of  Oxford,  has  examined  every  thing  relating  to  this 
Affair  with  a  Coolnefs  and  Attention,  an  Exaftnefs  and  Perfpicuity,  which 
would  do  Honour  to  the  mofl  experienced  Perfons  in  the  Practice,  as 
well  as  the  moft  enlightened  in  the  Theory  of  Commerce.  And  he  has 
likewife  fuggefted  the  moft  probable  Means  for  rendering  fuch  a  Scheme 
fuccefsful ;  as  far  as  it  is  practicable  in  this  Country,  and  under  our  pre- 
fent Reftraints  and  Difficulties. 
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fubmit  to  be:  and  confequently,  that  many  Rules  and 
Regulations,  many  Reftraints  and  Coercions,  can  be 
eftablifhed  in  that  Country,  which  would  be  deemed 
here  to  be  high  Infringements  upon  Liberty. 

BUT  notwithstanding  all  that  has  been  faid,  and 
in  every  View  of  the  Matter ;  though  the  Introduc- 
tion of  fome  coarfe,  low-priced  Manufacture  would 
render  this  Scheme  of  Benevolence  ftill  more  com- 
plete j  yet  the  prefent  Syftem  of  Education  is  much 
preferable  to  none  at  all  j  or  rather,  I  fhould  fay,  to 
that  very  corrupt  and  wicked  one,  which  the  Chil- 
dren of  our  Poor  would  otherwife  have  received. 
Nay,  it  is  undoubtedly  the  bell,  till  a  better  can  fuc- 
ceed.  And  therefore,  till  that  Juncture,  this  may  be 
confidered,  what  it  really  is,  not  as  fet  up  in  Oppo- 
fition  to  Working -Schools,  but  as  preparatory  for 
them  j  as  a  Nurfery  towards  the  introduction  of 
Labour,  as  well  as  a  Seminary  for  Chriftian  Piety 
and  good  Morals. 

AGAIN  :  <c  It  has  been  inlinuated,  nay,  it  has  been 
*'  ftrongly  urged,  that  thefe  Town-Inftitutions  vifibly 
"  difpeople  the  Country ;  that  they  draw  off  thofe 
"  Hands  from  Agriculture  and  Huibandry,  which 
"  naturally  belonged  to  this  Way  of  Life;  and  that 
*l  they  take  Numbers  away  from  the  Labours  of  the 
"  Plow,  where  they  are  moft  wanted  ;  to  place  them 
"  in  Retail  Shops  and  to  eafy  Trades,  where  they 
"  are  leaft  wanted.'-'  Now  it  muft  be  owned,  that 

were 
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were  the  Cafe  as  here  reprefented ;  it  would  be  no 
eafy  Matter  for  the  ableft  Advocate  for  Charity- 
Schools  to  filence  fuch  an  Objection,  or  to  give  gene- 
ral Satisfaction  in  his  Defence  of  thefe  well-intended 
Inftitutions.  But  in  Deed  and  in  Truth,  the  Cafe  is 
far  other  wife :  and  there  is  not  the  leaft  Pretence,  or 
Shadow  for  fuch  an  Imputation :  therefore  the  Ob- 
jection is  beft  anfwered  by  appealing  to  Fact.  For 
fo  it  is,  that  neither  the  Children  educated  in  thefe 
Schools,  nor  their  Parents,  were  ever  fent  for  out  of 
the  Country  to  become  the  Objects  of  thefe  Charities. 
On  the  contrary,  it  has  ever  been  the  Defign  of  all 
the  Truftees,  as  annually  fet  forth  in  their  printed 
Accounts,  and  the  more  particular  Intention  of  fome 
of  them,  declared  and  advertifed  for  many  Years 
fucceflively  in  the  public  Papers,  to  fend  as  many 
Children  into  the  Country,  after  they  had  acquired 
the  firft  Rudiments  of  a  chriftian  Education,  as  they 
could  find  Matters  and  Miftrefles  to  accept  of  them 
in  the  Capacity  of  Servants  and  Apprentices  to  Coun- 
try Bufinefs.  So  that  in  fliort,  the  very  Reverfe  of 
this  Objection  is  the  real  Truth. 

As  to  the  continual  Flux  of  the  lower  Order  of 
People  into  Towns  and  Cities,  and  their  Defertion 
of  their  Native  Places ;  this,  alas !  may  but  too  well 
be  accounted  for,  upon  Principles  which  have  no 
Manner  of  Relation  to  the  Affair  before  us.  For 
firft,  it  is  but  natural  to  fuppofe,  that  the  Poor, 
being  of  the  fame  Flelh  and  Blood  with  their  Supe- 
riors, 
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riors,  and  expofed  to  the  fame  Temptations,  fhould 
be  infected  with  the  reigning  Diforder  of  the  Times ; 
viz.  a  Thirft  after  Pleafures  and  Amufements, 
a  Tafte  for  Gaiety  and  Shew,  and  confequently  a 
Defire  of  fupporting  their  Expences  without  much 
Induftry  or  Application.  Now,  however  criminal 
this  Turn  of  Mind  may  be  both  in  the  higher  and 
lower  Stations ;  certainly  the  Inftitution  of  Charity- 
Schools  was  neither  the  original  Caufe,  nor  is  now 
the  Motive  for  the  Continuance  of  it  among  the 
lower  Clafs.  Nor  can  it  be  fo  much  as  pretended, 
that  the  Fondnefs  of  Country  People  for  a  Town 
Life  is  owing  either  to  the  Gains  or  the  Pleafures 
which  they  expect  to  receive  from  the  Chanty  of  a 
City- School.  But  fecondly,  it  is  not  always  true, 
that  Ruftics  and  Peafants  come  to  refide  in  Towns 
and  Cities  through  Choice  and  Inclination :  on  the 
contrary,  they  are  frequently  driven  to  this  Expedient, 
of  late  Years  efpecially,  through  cruel  Neceffity.  For 
when  their  narrow-minded  Landlords  pull  down 
their  Cottages,  in  order  to  avoid  even  the  Contingency 
of  a  Poor-Tax,  and  when  they  themfelves  are  hunted 
from  one  Country  Parifh  to  another,  for  the  fame 
Reafon,  and  not  fuffered  to  fix  their  Abode  in  any ; 
what  can  thefe  poor  Wretches  do,  but  flee  to  great 
Towns  and  Cities,  as  to  a  Covert  to  flicker  themfelves 
from  the  Purfuits  of  the  mercilefs  Deftroyer  ?  Now, 
if  the  Country  is  thus  growing  thinner  of  Inhabitants, 
what  is  the  Caufe  of  it  ?  and  who  are  to  bear  the 
Blame  ?  furely,  let  the  Blame  reft  where  it  may,  it 
cannot  reft  upon  the  Inftitution  of  Chanty- Schools. 

C  BUT 
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B  u  T  to  proceed :  If  there  are  fonie  who  objeft  to 
the  prefent  Inftitution,  becaufe  the  Condu6lors  of 
it  do  not  put  thefe  poor  young  Creatures  to  Country- 
Bufinefs  (though  they  have  no  Power  of  putting 
them,  unlefs  there  are  Matters  and  Miftrefles  to 
receive  them  :)  Others  there  are,  who  are  ready 
to  raife  an  Objection  on  a  very  different  Account. 
<f  They,  good  People,  have  obferved  with  Con- 
"  cern,  that  an  Education  given  to  the  Poor,  how- 
<{  ever  fimple  in  itfelf,  elevates  them  above  their 
"  Station,  and  deftroys  that  Balance  of  Condition^ 
"  which  ought  ever  to  fubfift  between  Rich  and 
<{  Poor."  Now  as  thefe  Perfons  draw  all  their  Ar- 
guments againft  this  Chriftian  Plan  of  Education 
from  the  fuppofed  evil  Confequences  refulting  to 
Society  -,  let  us  treat  with  them  on  their  own 
Terms :  and  forgetting  for  a  Moment  the  fuperior 
Confiderations  of  a  future  State,  let  us  examine, 
whether  Godlinefs  may  not  have  a  better  Tide  to  the 
Promifes  even  of  this  Life,  than  any  Syftem  which 
they  have  to  recommend,  in  its  (lead,  jfl,  Therefore, 
it  is  not  eafy  to  afcertain,  what  thefe  Perfons  would 
mean  by  a  Balance  of 'Condition.  For  if  they  mean  to 
fay,  that  the  Poor  fhould  be  treated  as  fo  many  Beafts 
of  Burden,  without  being  permitted  to  enjoy  the 
Fruits  of  their  own  Labour,  or  to  rife  gradually  in 
the  World  by  fuperior  Induftry  or  Skill,  by  greater 
Frugality,  or  better  Oeconomy ;  this  is  nothing  elfe 
but  faying  in  other  Words,  that  the  Poor  ought  to 

be 
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be  kept  in  a  State  of  Slavery  of  the  mod  abject  Kind, 
without  a  Poflibility   of  emerging   from  it.     And 
Slavery  will  ever  be  found  to  be  as  repugnant  to  the 
Interefts  of  Society,  as  it  is  contradictory  to  the  Prin- 
ciples of  common  Juftice  and  Humanity.     Nay  it 
is  known,  experimentally  known,  to  be  incompatible 
with  an  extenfive  Progrefs,  much  lefs  with  any  great 
Perfection  in  *  Manufactures,   and  the  Mechanic 
Arts :   not   to   mention,   that   even  in  Hufbandry, 
Gardening,  and  the  like,  it  has  been  obferved,  that 
free  Nations  always  make  the  greater!  Improvements; 
and  that  thofe,  whofe  private  Intereft  leads  them  to 
be  induftrious,  and  to  cultivate  every  thing  to  the 
beft   Advantage,  fucceed  the  befl  both  in  making 
ufeful  Difcoveries  at  firft,  and  in  profecuting  them 
afterwards.     But  2dly,  If  by  a  Balance  of  Condition  is 
only  meant,  that  the  Children  of  the  Poor  fhould 
be   made  to  begin  from  the  Joweft  Stages,  whatever 
Advances  they  may  make  afterward :  and  that  the 
genteeler  Trades,  the  more  refined,  and  particularly 
the  more  gainful  Occupations,  fhould  be  referved  for 
the  Offspring  of  Perfons  of  higher  Rank  ;  if  this  be 
their  Meaning,  it  is  no  other,  as  I  am  informed,  than 
the  very  Intent  alfo  of  the  prefent  Institution.     Nor 
can  the  Managers  of  thefe  Chanties  have  other  Views

*  This  is  fpoken  more  particularly  in  regard  to  domejlic  Slavery, 
which  is  a  Species  very  diftinft  from  that  which  is  merely  political',  and  its 
Confequences  are  much  more  detrimental  to  Society.  Though  the  Prin- 
ciple holds  true  in  general,  that  Freedom  is  a  Spur,  and  Slavery  a  Difcou- 
ragement  to  Genius,  to  Induftry,  and  to  the  Exertion  of  all  the  aftive 
Powers  in  human  Nature. 
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than  that  of  enabling  thefe  Children  to  get  their 
Bread  in  the  meaneft,  the  moft  laborious,  and  the 
lead  gainful  Imployments  that  belong  to  Society.  For 
indeed  the  Truftees  cannot  but  be  as  fenfible  as  others, 
that  they  are  called  upon  to  maintain  a  due  Order 
in  Society,  by  every  Motive,  which  either  their  own 
Intereft,  or  Duty,  good  Policy,  or  found  Religion 
can  fuggeft.  But  after  due  Care  has  been  taken  of 
that  Point ;  then  furely,  if  any  among  this  prefent 
Set  of  poor  Objects  fhould  exert  greater  Induftry,  or 
difplay  fuperior  Skill,  or  practice  better  Oeconomy 
than  others  of  their  Rank  and  Station ;  furely,  I  fay, 
in  fuch  a  Cafe,  there  can  no  fufficient  Reafon  be 
afligned  why  they  fhould  not  be  permitted  to  enjoy 
the  Benefits  of  thefe  Virtues.  And  moft  undoubt- 
edly, if  any  of  them  fhould  hereafter  be  able  to  rife 
in  the  World  by  fuch  means,  as  would  promote  the 
Interefts  of  the  Public,  as  well  as  ferve  themfelves; 
they  ought  to  be  at  full  Liberty  to  do  it :  They  ought 
to  be  permitted,  nay  encouraged  to  grow  rich,  ac- 
cording to  their  Rank  and  Station,  and  in  propor- 
tion to  their  Diligence. 

As  to  any  accidental  Conceitednefs  which  the  Ob- 
jectors are  pleafed  to  call,  Tlx  elevating  the  Poor  above 
iMr  StatioHy  and  which  fuch  an  Education  may 
poffibly  occafion  in  a  few  Children  naturally  forward, 
and  for  a  little  time  pert,  till  their  Judgments  become 
itronger  j  fuffice  it  to  obferve,  that  if  we  grant  the 
utmoft  to  this  Objection,  it  will  only  prove,  that  a 

cafual, 
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cafual,  or  a  contingent  Evil  may  grow,  as  a  Wen 
or  Excrefcence  out  of  a  pofitive  and  fubflaqtial  Good : 
a  Truth  this,  which  bears  no  harder  upon  thefe  Infti- 
tutions  in  particular,  than  it  doth  upon  the  general 
Appointment  of  a  greater  Light  to  rule  the  Day,  and 
of  a  lefter  Light  to  rule  the  Night.  Or  if  you  would 
chufe  to  have  Illuflrations  of  this  Matter  brought 
rather  from  the  Moral,  than  from  the  Natural  Worlds 
then  it  may  be  juftly  obferved,  that  if  nothing  is  to 
be  done,  nor  any  Plan  executed,  which  may  poffibly 
fill  weak  Minds  with  too  high  an  Opinion  of  the m- 
felves,  it  will  unavoidably  follow,  that  not  only  the 
Comforts,  but  alfo  the  Neceflaries  of  Life  muft  be 
entirely  abolifhed.  For  undoubted  Fact  it  is,  that 
thofe  three  EfTentials  to  Human  Subfiflance,  Food, 
Raiment,  and  Dwelling,  become  every  Day  to  many 
Perfons  the  Occafion  of  much  Pride,  Vanity,  and 
Oftentation. 

BUT  after  all,  I  am  well  aware,  that  it  may  be  (till 
objected  not  only  to  the  Conductors  of  thefe  Chanties 
in  particular,  but  alfo  to  the  Society  for  promoting 
Chriflian  Knowledge  in  general,  "  That  their  En- 
"  deavours  are  unfuccefsful,and  therefore  unneceiTary 
"  and  fuperfluous.  For  though  they  educate  many 
£t  of  the  Children  of  the  Poor  in  the  Principles  of 
"  the  Chriftian  Religion:  though  they  difperfe 
et  religious  Books  and  Tracts  to  thofe  of  a  maturer 
ct  Age;  though  they  procure  the  Holy  Bible  to  be 
'  tranflated  into  divers  Languages  j  and  though 

<c  thev 
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"  they  do  feveral  other  Acts  of  Piety,  probably 
"  with  a  good  Intent,  and  certainly  at  a  vaft  Expence 
11  of  Time  and  Treafure;  yet  it  is  vifible  to  all  the 
"  World,  that  their  Labours  are  in  vain:  for  prac- 
"  tical  Religion  was  never  at  a  lower  Ebb;  and  as 
<c  to  focial  Virtue,  or  Self-Government,  it  is  idle  to 
"  pretend,  that  they  are  the  diitinguiihing  Cha- 
ce  racteriftics  of  the  prefent  Age,  compared  with 
(t  preceding  Times,  when  thefe  In  dilutions,  and  this 
"  Society  had  no  Exiftence." 

Now,  in  Reply  to  all  this,  it  may  not  be  improper 
to  obferve,  that  we  are  not  bound  in  Duty  to  com- 
mand Succefs ;  but  that  we  are  bound  in  Duty  to 
purfue  fuch  Meafures  as  may  probably  be  attended 
with  Succefs  i  provided  they  are  juftifiable  in  them- 
felves,  lawful,  or  prudent.  And  therefore  the  Quef- 
tion  which  lies  before  us  at  prefent  is  only  this :  Can 
we  purfue  other  Meafures,  confidently  with  thofe 
Ideas  of  Freedom  and  Liberty  which  now  prevail, 
and  which  make  every  other  Confideration  to  give 
Place  ?  If  we  cannot,  we  muft  make  the  beft  Ufe  we 
can  of  the  Means  we  have  ;  and  after  having  done 
our  Duty,  and  implored  the  Divine  Benediction  upon 
our  Endeavours,  we  muft  leave  the  Event  to  Provi- 
dence. Here  therefore  let  it  be  afked  of  thefe  Ob- 
jectors, what  other  Methods  ought  we  to  have  taken  ? 
would  you,  for  Inftance,  advife  us  to  call  in  the  Aid 
of  the  Civil  Magiftrate  ?  or  would  he  come,  if  called  ? 
is  it  a  prudent  Meafure  to  attack  what  is  become  a 

ftrong- 
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itrong-hold  of  Irreligion   and    Licentioufnefs,  the 
Liberty  of  the  Prefs,  with  daily  Informations ;  and 
to  fill  the  Courts  of  Judicature  with  continual  Profe- 
cutions  for  the  Reformation  of  Manners  ?  Would 
this  Procedure  be  countenanced  by  the  Great  ?  or 
would  it  be  endured  by  the  Vulgar  ?  And  as  to  Of- 
fenders, even  againft  the  Principles  of  Natural  Reli- 
gion, Decency,  and  good  Morals ;  are  they  fo  eafy 
to  be  convicted  upon  a  Profecution  ?  Can  any  one 
be  of  this  Opinion,  when  he  reflects,  that  the  leaft 
Flaw  in  the  Indictment,   the  leaft  Omiffion,  Devia- 
tion, Variation,  or  Failure  in  any  Part  of  the  Proof, 
will  be  fufficient  to  fet  the  Whole  afide?  Nay  farther, 
Is  there  any  Law  now  fubfifting  in  this  Country, 
which  obliges  the  Subjects  to  give  an  Account  of 
themfelves    once    a  Year  or  oftener,  to  the  public 
Magistrate?  Can  you  call  upon  the  moft  fufpe&ed 
Perfons  to  (hew  how  they  fubfift  ?  what  Courfe  of  Life 
they  follow?  who  are  their  Acquaintance ?  and  with 
whom  connected  ?  And  as  to  the  ancient  Practice  of 
Decennaries  orTithings,  when  every  Man  was  refpon- 
fible  for  the  good  Behaviour  of  his  Neighbour,  and 
confequently  had  a  Right  to  infpect  his  Actions,  and 
in  fome  Degree  to  regulate  his  Conduct ;  can  this  be 
revived  in  modern  Times  ?  and  who  will  dare  to  be- 
gin the  Experiment  ?  Moreover,  in  regard  to  Church 
Difcipline,  is  this  to  be  reftored,  or  can  it  be  fo  much 
as  attempted  in  fuch  an  Age  as  ours  ?  Perfons  of  all 
Ranks  and  Conditions  are  required  by  the  Laws,  both 
of  Church  and  State,  to  attend  the  Service  of  Almighty 
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GOD,  either  in  the  eftablifhed  Church,  or  in  feme 
Proteftant  Congregation :  They  will  not  attend. — 
They  are  required  to  receive  the  Holy  Sacrament  at 
lead  three  times  every  Year :  They  will  not  receive. — 
Parents  and  Guardians  are  required  to  bring  their 
Children  and  Wards,  and  Mafters  and  Dames  to 
fend  their  Servants  and  Apprentices,  to  be  inftructed 
in  the  Church-Catechifm,  and  the  Duties  of  oar 
Holy  Religion:  They  will  neither  bring  nor  fend 
them.  Now  who  is  to  compel  thefe  Recufants  ?  or 
how  are  they  to  be  compelled  ?  and  yet  this  Want 
of  Difcipline  in  the  Church,  and  Want  of  Police  and 
Subordination  in  the  State,  are  Evils  which  are  in- 
creaiing  every  Day.  In  fhort,  the  prefent  Corruption 
and  Degeneracy,  which  prevail  throughout  all  Ranks, 
from  the  higheft  to  the  loweft,  are  but  too  ealily 
accounted  for :  —  viz.  Liberty  and  Profperity,  the 
two  greateft  Blefllngs  upon  Earth,  are  greatly  abufed 
in  thefe  Times,  and  are  converted  by  too  many  into 
Licentioufnefs,  and  the  doing  in  every  refpe£t  whatever 
is  right  in  tfair  own  Eyes.  But  alas !  who  can  prevent 
the  Mifchiefs  arifing  from  thefe  Abufes  ?  or  who  will 
.undertake  the  Cure?  the  only  Remedy  that  can  be 
adminiftred,  is  what  the  TRUSTEES  of  thefe  Charities 
in  particular,  and  the  SOCIETY  in  general  do  admi- 
nifter.  And  if  it  is  not  attended  with  all  the  Succefs 
that  could  be  wiflied  :  it  is  attended  with  much  more 
than  thefe  Objectors  will  allow ;  and  perhaps  with 
as  much  as  could  be  expected,  every  Circumftance 
confidered.  For  it  prevents  bad  from  becoming 

worfe  j

worfe ;  and  it  preferves  many  from  the  Infection  of 
a  contagious  Evil :  it  gives  a  Profpect  of  better  Hopes 
for  the  Time  to  come  :  and  by  laying  a  good  Foun- 
dation, it  will  enable  the  Pious  and  the  Benevolent 
of  diftant  Generations  to  ereft  their  refpe&ive  Im- 
provements upon  it. 

UPON  the  whole;  the  Training  up  of  Children  in 
the  Way  they  fhould  go,  is  certainly  a  right  Meafure  : 
and  the  tranflating  of  the  Bible  into  different  Lan- 
guages for  the  Benefit  of  the  common  People ;  and 
the  difperfing  of  fuch  Bibles,  and  of  other  Religious 
Tracts  for  the  Purpofes  of  Do&rine,  Exhortation, 
Reproof,  and  Inflruclion,  are  right  Meafures  alfo. 
For  in  fo  doing  you  aft  up  to  the  true  Spirit  of  the 
Proteftant  Religion :  in  fo  doing,  you  keep  clofe  to 
the  Principles  of  Liberty,  and  theEwg///Z>Conftitution: 
you  difplay  your  Patriotifm  as  Citizens ;  and  your 
Humanity  and  Benevolence  as  Men,  and  the  Friends 
of  Mankind.  But  above  all,  as  Chriftians,  you  give 
the  beft  Proof  of  your  Zeal  for  the  Glory  of  GOD, 
and  of  your  Concern  for  the  Salvation  of  the  Souls 
of  thofe,  who,  but  too  probably,  without  your  timely 
Care,  would  have  walked  on  ftill  in  Darknefs,  and 
in  the  Shadow  of  Death.  And  in  thus  even  endea- 
vouring to  become  the  happy  Inftruments  of  the 
Salvation  of  others,  you  have  an  infallible  Aflurance, 
given  for  your  Comfort  and  Encouragement,  that 
your  Labours,  with  regard  to  your  ownfelves,  will 
not  be  in  vain  in  the  Lord.

H  E  Society  for  Promoting  Clrijlian 
Knowledgehzve  for  many  Years  been  en- 
gaged in  carrying  on  fuch  Defigns  as 
they  judged  might  promote  the  Interefts 
of  true  Religion,  and  the  Honour  of 
Almighty  G  O  D,  by  whofe  Bleffing  thifr  good  Work 
has  been  continually  profpering  in  their  Hands  j  but 
finding  that  fuch  their  Defigns  were  not  fo  generally 
known  as  they  could  wifh,  and  confequently  not  fo 
much  encouraged  as  it  was  prefumed  they  would  be, 
when  further  known  ;  they  thereupon  refblved  not 
only  to  publish  an  Account  of  them,  but  alfo  to 
communicate  to  the  World,  from  year  to  year,  their 
Proceedings,  and  the  State  of  their  Affairs  in  like 
manner. 

THIS

AntJ  as  m6ft  (5f  thefey  when  Chis  Society  was  firft  form- 
ed, did  live  in  or  near  London,  they  were  then,  and 
until  A.  £>.  1727,  called  RESIDING  Members. 
The  latter  are  fuch  Perfons  in  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland,  and  other  Proteftant  Countries,  as  arc 
chofen  to  correfpond  w  ith  the  Society,  on  purpofe 
to  acquaint  thtm  with  the  State  of  Religion  in 
their  Neighbourhood  -,  to  fuggeft  fuch  Methods  of 
doing  Good  as  occur  to  them;  to  diftribute  Bibles, 
with  fuch  religious,  as  well  as  ufeful  Books,  as  {hall 
be  approved  of,  and  recommended  by  the  Society : 
and  to  remit  any  occafional  Benefactions,  which 
they  themfelves  are  pleafed  to  contribute,  or  collect 
from  well  difpofed  Chriftians. 

Bu  T  for  the  better  underftanding  the  Nature  and 
Defigns  of  this  Society,  it  is  thought  convenient  to 
premife  a  fhort  Narrative  of  its  Rife  and  Progrefs. 
1698.  "It  was  about  the  latter  End  of  the  Year  1698, 

The  Original  that  a  few  Gentlemen  formed  themfelves  into  a  Vo-> 
y'  hmtary  Society  :  and  as  fuch,  they  with  Unanimity 
and  Zeal  went  on  together  in  promoting  the  real  and 
practical  Knowledge  of  true  Religion,  by  fuch  Me- 
thods as  appear'd  to  them,  from  time  to  time,  to  be 
moft  conducive  to  that  End,  till  towards  the  Con-

clulion  of  the  Year  1701  ;  when,  at  their  Inftance,     1701. 

a  Cfyatfn;  was  obtained  from  King  WILLIAM  III. 

whereby  all  the  then  Subscribing  Members  of  this 

Society,  with  other  Perfons  of  Diftin6tion  in  Church 

and  State,  were  Incorporated  for  the  better  carrying  of 

on  that  Branch  of  their  Defigns  which  related  to 

Plantations,  Colonies  ,  and  Factories  beyond  the  Seas,oftbeGofpeiin 

belonging  to  the  Kingdom  of  England;    from  which  Forei&n  Parti' 

time  that  excellent  Work  has,  by  the  Divine  Blef- 

fing,  been  fuccefsfully  conducted  by  that  Corpora- 

tion. 

BUT  their  CtyatttC  being  limited  to  ForeignParts,  The  Tncorpo- 
and  the  Bufmefs  of  that  Corporation  being  hitherto  J"at.ed  ?.oc.'tetj 
confin'd  to  the  Britijh  Plantations  in  America  ;  moft  toel"}J  ^ritijh 
of  the  Original  Members  of  our  Voluntary  Society  Plantations, 
dill  continued  to  carry  on,  in  that  Capacity,  their  ^^Scon- 
more  exteniive  Defigns  for  advancing  the  Honour  of  tinue  as  a  Vo- 
GOD,  and  the  Good  of  Mankind,  by  promoting  tntary  Society. 
Chriitian  Knowledge,  both  at  Home  and  in  other 
Parts  of  the  World,  by  the  beft  Methods  that  mould 
offer.     They  are  therefore  a  Society  diftindt  from 
this  Corporation,  and  known  by  the  Name  of 


THEIR  principal  Methods  were  the  fame  as  they 
had  been  before.  The  FIRST  was,  to  procure  and 
encourage  the  erecting  of  CHARITY-SCHOOLS,  in  all 
Parts  of  the  Kingdom  :  and  that  thofe  Schools  might 
anfwer  the  true  Purpofes  for  which  they  were  erect- 
ed, the  Society  has  not  been  wanting  in  their  Corre- 
fpondence  (with  fuch  of  their  Members  as  have  been 
concern'd  in  the  Support  and  Management  thereof) 
to  recommend  at  all  Times,  that,  together  with  Reli- 
gious and  Ufeful  Inftruction,  Care  {hould  be  taken, 
and  all  proper  Means  ufed,  to  inure  the  Children  of 

the 
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the  Poor  to  Induftry  and  Labour,  that  fo  they  may 
become  good  Chriftians,  loyal  and  ufeful  Subjects ; 
and  be  willing,  as  well  as  fit  to  be  employ'd,  not  on- 
ly in  Trades  or  Services,  but  alfo  in  Hufbandry,  Navi- 
gation, or  any  other  Bufinefs,  that  (hall  be  thought 
of  moft  Ufe  and  Benefit  to  the  Publick.  With  thefe 
Views  the  Society  printed  and  difperfed  fuch  a  Set 
of  Rules  for  the  good  Order  and  Government  of 
thefe  Schools,  as  had  been  approved  of  by  the  Arch- 
biihops  and  Bifhops,  who  directed,  that  the  fame 
fliould  be  obferved  within  their  refpective  Diocefes. 
But  what  Care  they  have  taken,  and  what  they  have 
done  in  thefe  Particulars,  will  appear  from  N°  II.  in 
the  Appendix. 

AN  o  T  H  E  R  Method  was  to  difperfe,  both  at  Home 
perfed.  a°d  Abroad,  Bibles,  Prayer-Books,  and  divers  Sorts 
of  Religious  Tracts :  and  accordingly  they  have,  by 
the  Afliftance  of  their  Members,  difperfed  many 
Hundred  Thoufands  of  them,  in  fuch  Manner  as 
they  have  Reafon  to  hope  has  tended  to  the  great 
Increafe  of  the  Knowledge  and  Practice  of  our  holy 
Religion.  Thefe  Books  and  Tracts  (of  which  there 
is  a  Catalogue  in  the  Appendix ,  N°  III.)  are  to  be  had 
by  their  own  Members  on  the  Terms  there  fet  down. 

THESE  are  the  General  Defigns  of  this  Society  : 
and  though  their  certain  Income  towards  fupporting 
them  be  but  fmall,  yet  they  have  hitherto  been  ena- 
bled by  their  own  Annual  Subfcriptions,  and  the  Le- 
gacies or  other  cafual  Benefactions  of  well  difpofed 
Perfons,  to  raife  a  Fund  fufficient  to  carry  them  on 
fuccefsfully  from  year  to  year  at  a  very  confiderable 
Expence  :  and  they  flill  truft  to  the  Bleffing  of 
GOD,  and  the  Zeal  of  their  Members,  that  fuch 
good  Works  will  never  fail  to  flourish  and  abound 

for 
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for  lack  of  Liberal  Supplies  from  Charitable  Chrif- 
tians. 

BESIDE  thefe  General  Defigns,  the  Society  under-      1710. 
took  in  the  Year  1710  the  Management  of  fuch  Cha-  Prptefiart 
rides  as  were,  or  mould  be  put  into  their  Hands,  for  £J?./"^  at 
the  Support  and  Enlargement  of  the  PROTESTANT  Traaytebar. 
MISSION,  then  maintained  by  the  King  of  Denmark 
at  Tranquebar  in  the  EAST-INDIES,  for  the  Conver- 
fion  of  the  Heathen  in  thofe  Parts.  Accordingly  they, 
from  time  to   time,  affifted  the  Miffionaries  there 
with  Money ,  a  Printing  Prefs,  Paper,  and  other  Ne- 
ceflaries,  (as  they  were  enabled)  till  the  Year  1728  ; 
when,  upon  a  Propofal  made  by  the  Reverend  Mr 
Schultz,  one  of  the  Danijh  Miffionaries,  to  remove 
to  Fort  St  George,  and  there  begin  a  new  Miffion,  o 

for  the  Converfion  of  the  Heathen  at  Madras,  the  At  MadrM. 
Society  engaged  for  the  Support  of  the  fame,  though 
at  an  Expence  that  did  then  far  exceed  their  Abili- 
ty, trufting  to  the  Goodnefs  and  Bleffing  of  Almigh- 
ty GOD;  which  Expence  has  been  fince  greatly  in- 
creafed  by  an  Addition  of  Miffionaries,  as  well  as 
the  Enlargement  of  the  Miffion  to  Cudulore  near  At  Cudulort. 
Fort  Sf  David,  another  Englifli  Settlement ;  and 
lately  by  the  Erection  of  a  School  at  Calcutta  in  At  Cattutia.' 
Bengal,  for  the  Inftruction  of  Children  in  Writing, 
Reading  and  the  Principles  of  Chriftianity.  How- 
ever, the  Society  chearfully  rely  upon  the  fame  Wife 
and  Gracious  Providence,  which  has  hitherto  wonder- 
fully bleffed  this,  and  all  their  other  Undertak- 
ings, to  raife  up  fuch  a  true  Chriftian  Spirit,  as  will 
abundantly  fupply  all  their  Wants ;  fuch  a  Spirit,  as 
(hewed  itfelf  in  Mr  Profeflbr  Franck,  of  Hall  in 
Saxony ,  whofe  Remittances  towards  carrying  on  fo 
pious  and  glorious  a  Defign,  were  large  and  con- 
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ilanr.  But  the  prefent  State  of  this  Miffion  may  foa 
feen  in  the  Appendix  N°  IV.  together  with  an  Ac- 
count of  the  Benefactions  received,  at  the  End  of 
N°  V.

Contributor,  by  a  gracious  Benefaction  of  Five  Hun^ 


2188  Catechetical  Inftruftionst  with  the  Abridgment 
aforefaid,  have  been  already  fent  to  thofe  Parts  ;  or 
into  Perjia,  by  means  of  their  Correfpondents  in  Ru/- 
fia,  which  were  moft  thankfully  received  j  and  the 
reft  are  referved  to  be  fent  as  Occafion  fliall  offer. 
1725.  THE  Society  having  had  the  Pleafure  to  fee  the 
Succefs  of  the  Endeavours  ufed  in  many  Towns 
and  Villages,  for  employing  the  Poor  and  their 
Children,  by  fetting  up  W  o  R  K-H  ou  s  E  s  ;  They 
(that  nothing  might  be  wanting  to  encourage  the 
Profecution  of  fo  ufefui  a  Defign)  did  in  the  Year 
1725  caufe  a  Collection  of  the  beft  Accounts  of  fuoh 
Commended.  CB0^5>OUft0  to  be  publifhedj  which  was  reprint- 
ed  with  very  large  Additions,  in  1733;  and  is  now 
di£perfed  upon  the  ufual  Terms  of  the  Society,  in 

order 
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•order  to  recommend  and  forward,  throughout  the 
Kingdom,  the  Execution  of  the  fame  Scheme, 
wherein  a  particular  Regard  ought  always  to  be  had 
-to  fuch  an  Education  of  poor  Children,  as  may,  by 
"bringing  them  up  in  the  Faith,  Knowledge,  and  Obe- 
dience of  the  Gofpel,  prove,  through  the  Grace  of 
God,  the  moft  effec~r.ua!  Means  to  make  them  good 
Men,  and  ufeful  to  their  Country,  as  well  as  truly 
happy  in  the  Life  that  now  is,  and  in  that  which  is 
to  come. 

IN  the  Beginning  of  the  Year  1732,  the  Society,      1702 
when  they  heard  the  melancholy  Account    of  the 
Sufferings  of  the  Proteftants  in  Saltzburg,  having 
firft  obtained  His  Majefty's  Leave,  refolved  upon  do- 
ing  all   that  lay  in  their  Power  to  raife  Collections  Exiles 
for  their  perfecuted   Brethren.     To  this  End,  incd* 
June  the  fame  Year,  they  published,  An  Account  of 
the  Sufferings  of  the  persecuted  Proteftants  in   the 
Archbijhoprick  o/"Saltzburg,  &c.  and  afterwards  pub- 
limed,  A  further  Account  of  their  Sufferings,  6cc. 
with  an  Extract   of  the  Journals  of  M.  Von  Reck, 
the  Commiffary  of  the  firjt  Tranfport  0/Saltzburgers 
to  Georgia ;  and  of  the  Minifters  that  accompanied 
them  thither,  1733.     Thefe  Account st  being  enforced 
by  the  generous  Example  of  many  Noble  and  Ho- 
nourable Perfons,  as  alfo  by  liberal  Contributions, 
and  earneft  Exhortations  from  the  Right  Reverend 
the  Bifliops,  and  their  Clergy,  had,  through  GOD'S 
BlefTing,  fo  good  an  Effect  upon  the  Minds  of  cha- 
ritable and  well  difpofed  Chriftians  of  every  Rank 
and  Denomination,  that  the  Society,  befides  making 
many  large  Remittances  to  Germany,  have  been  ena- 
bled to  fend  over  to  the  Englifh  Colony  in  Georgia 
in  the  Years   1733,  *734>  *735>  and  1741,  Four 

E  2  Tranfports, 
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Tranfports,  confifting  of  more  than  two  Hundred 
Proteftant  Emigrants,  chiefly  Saltzburgers;  who, 
with  two  Miffionaries  and  a  Schoolmafter,  are  fet- 
tled by  themfelves  at  Ebenezer ;  and  there  live  in  a 
contented,  comfortable,  and  hopeful  Way,  upon 
fuch  Lands  as  have  been  affigned  to  them  by  the 
Truftees  for  Eftablifhing  the  faid  Colony. 

THE  great  Expence  of  thefe  Tranfports,  and  the 
many  extraordinary  Charges  that  were  necefTary 
for  the  Support  and  Encouragement  of  this  Infant 
Settlement ;  together  with  100  /.  a  Year  as  a  Salary 
for  their  Two  Miffionaries  and  Schoolmafter,  have 
fo  far  reduced  the  Charities  belonging  to  this  Branch 
of  the  SOCIETY'S  Defigns,  that  they  had  nothing 
left  to  anfwer  any  future  Wants  and  Contingen- 
cies; excepting  25007.  New  South  Sea  Annuities, 
which  have  been  purchafed  as  a  flanding  Fund  for 
paying  the  aforefaid  Annual  Salary  to  the  Miffiona- 
ries and  Schoolmafter.  But  the  lowering  of  public 
Intereft  fo  affects  the  Society,  that  they  know  not 
how  to  make  good  this  Annual  Salary,  without  re- 
commending again  the  Saltzburg-Colony  in  Georgia, 
both  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Government,  and 
to  the  Hberal  Contributions  of  fuch  private  Perfons, 
as  have  Ability,  and  wifh  well  to  it.  But  until  far- 
ther Affiftance  (hall  be  received,  the  Society,  defirous 
that  this  good  Work  may  not  want  a  prefent  Supply, 
have,  out  of  the  Money  raifed  by  the  Annual  Sub- 
fcriptions  of  their  Members  and  other  Benefactions, 
purchafed  £833  •  6  :  8  additional  New  South  Sea 
Annuities  to  be  added  to  that  Fund ;  trufting  that  the 
good  Providence  of  GOD,  which  hath  hitherto  won- 
derfully blefled  all  their  Endeavours,  will  raife  them 
up  Benefactors  to  fupply  what  may  on  this  Account  be 

wanting 
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wanting  towards  the  feveral  Branches  of  their  cha- 
ritable Defigns. 

IN  the  Year  1743,  the  Society  undertook  a  1743* 
new  Edition  of  the  Bible  in  the  Welch  Language,  Propofal  for 
with  the  Common  Prayer,  and  Pfalms  in  Metre  :  £"?ting,th<:

and  nniihed  it  in  1740,  by  an  Impreiiion  of  rijteen  the  Welch 
'Thoufand  Copies,  which  they  have  fince  difperfed  in  Language. 
the  moil  prudent,  ufeful  and  extenfive  Manner  they 
could.  But  fuch  is  the  Zeal,  and  Thirft  of  good 
Chriftians  throughout  Wales>  for  having  the  Holy 
Scriptures  in  that  Language,  wherein  alone  they  can 
poffibly  read  them  ;  that  this  Impreffion  (large  as  it 
was)  fell  exceedingly  fhort  of  the  univerfal  Demand 
that  was  made  for  it.  For  which  Reafon,  th$  So- 
ciety, from  a  cornpaffionate  and  Chriftian  Regard  to 
their  Wants,  put  into  the  Prefs  another  Edition  of 
the  Bible,  confifting  of  the  fame  Number  of  Copies  ; 
as  likewife  of  Five  Thoufand  New  tfeftaments,  and 
as  many  Common  Prayer  Books  in  the  fame  Language. 
This  fecond  Edition  alfo  was,  by  the  Bleffing  of  GOD, 
happily  finimed,  and  diftributed.

"  nual  Trades,  as  is  now  generally  done,  may  oc- 
"  canon,  in  Time,  a  Want  of  Servants,  efpecially 
"  in  Hufbandry  j  the  Society  recommend  it  to  your 
"  Confideration,  whether  the  bringing  up  the  Chil-
